A rumour bus obtained currency to the 
effect that Ryan, the defendant in the late shoot- 
ing case, was arrested by Detective Farrell on 
Saturday night, the 2lst nit., on a charge of 
carrying fire-arms on his person. It is said that 
Ryan followed Farrell along the streets, and, 
suspecting something dangerous, Farrell ran him 
int# the police station, where a loaded stick w.ss 
found on his person. No fire-arms being found, 
Ryan was immediately released, and it is be- 
lieved he intends commencing an action ag.sinst 
Farrell.

At the weekly meeting of the Waste 
Land Board held in Dunedin on the 26th ult., 
the following is a portion of tlio business tran- 
sacted ; In the matter of Messrs Howarth and 
Bradshaw and W. J, Barry for a copper mining 
leave of ground at Moke Creek, the application 
was granted ill favour of Messrs Howarth and 
Bradshaw.— An application by Mr J. Handing to 
purchase two acres of land on Mr M ‘Lean’s ran, 
on which the Swan brewery is built, was post- 
poned. — Mr R. H. Leary, on behalf of Mr James 
Stuart, applied for a lease of section 14, block 
I., Cromwell, for coal-mining. Tbe lease was 
granted, the maximum price of the coal to be 
20s. per ton. 

The following ia a minute of the Exe- 
cutive of the Central Committee of the Otago 
■Miners’ Association, published for the public in- 
formation “Water Supply on Crold-fields.— 
While regretting the abortive measures taken by 
the (Jeneral Government in regard to subsidising 
races, which have resulted in much loss and ilis- 
appointmont, and wishing to suggest amended 
regulations to carry cut that object, tbe Execu- 
tive are of opinion that such works as those now 
in progress at Naseby, and the proposed drainage 
works at Waipori, should be vigorously- prose- 
euted by the Government. The Nevis is a field 
on which it would be desirable to initiate similar 
works, and the Executive of the Central Com- 
mittee stronglv recommend the miners at Wni- 
pori and Nevis to submit to the Government 
defuiite inforinatiun, and offer whatever co-opera- 
tion they can to enlist their aid.” 

A fatal acciclont, by wbicli tbe lives of 
two men were sacrificed, was reported to us on 
Wednesday last. It appears from the evidence 
of a miner named fiobert BaUantyne, who was 
the only eye-witness of the sad affiir, that on 
Tuesday morning, the 24lh inst., between 9 and 
If) o’clock, the two unfortunate, men, Captain 
Mffntyre and James 8cott, who wore share- 
holders in the dredge Galatea, started from the 
shore in a small boat for the purpose of boarding 
the dredge, which is lying at the mouth of the 
Fraser River, intending to Kail her out When 
nearing the dredge the boat came in contact with 
the shore line, .and w'.as capsized, both men being 
immersed in the water. M ‘Intyro sank imme- 
diately, and was not seen afterwards. Sco't 
caught hold of the line, but unable to contend 
with the current, soon let go his hold and sank 
to rise 110 more. On the news reaching Alexan- 
dra, seach parties at once proceeiled along the 
banks of the river in searcli of tlie bodies, but 
nothiog could be seen of them. The boat, how- 
ever, was seen to pass the Alexandra punt filled 
with water. James Scott was an old resident of 
the Alexandra district, .and leaves a widow and 
large family to mourn his loss. Captain M‘Intyre 
ia but a new arriv.al in the district, and leaves 
iiehiud him a young wife without any family. 
The sad event has cast guite a gloom over the 
district.— DwMton Times. 

A somewliiit extrnordinnrv case, referred 
to in recent telegrams, is reported in the Aiick- 
laud papers. It appears that .Sarah Ami Bell, a 
married woman residing in Parnell, was brought 
up in custody of Detective Ternahan, at the 
Police Court, Ancklaiid, charged with stealing a 
letter containing a vatiiable dociimont valued at 
£121 5s. 5d. The particulars of the case, as 
stated by Sir Inspector Brobara, areas follows : 
— Letters h.ave been frequently sent from Eng- 
land addressed to a Mrs S. A. Bell, ivho resided at 
Tapu. These letters have been delivered by the 
Post Office authorities to the accused, under the 
belief that she w.as the proper party to receive 
thorn. She has on each occasion opened the 
letters, and finding they were not intended for 
her, has returned them to the Post-office. The 
mail before last brought a letter stating that a 
reraittancK would be sent next mail. This letter 
she opened, ami in due course forwarded it on 
to its proper destination. Last mail brought the 
promiseil remittance, consisting of a draft on 
the Union Bank of Australia for £121 5s. 5d., 
contained in a post letter. This w.as, as usual, 
delivered to the wrong person, namely, the ac- 
ciHeil. In this inst.ance she failed and omitted 
to forward the letter on, but converted tlie draft 
into o.ash and retained it for her own use and 
benefit. The expected remittance not coming 
to band to Mrs Barah A. Bell of Tapii, enquiries 
were instituted, and it was discovered that Mrs 
Barah A. Bell of Parnell had ajqiropriatcd it. 
She was consequently avi'estcd. A sum of £101 
odd was found in her possession. A remand was 
asked for, and gr.anted, for the purpose of bring- 
ing up tbe witness— wbo is in bad hcaltli — fi’om 
fapn.

The Melbourne correspondent of the 
Deify Times, speaking of a charge of fraud com- 
mitted by the ledger-keeper in the Colonial 
Bank, Melbourne, says ; — “Prisoner, whoso name 
is David Goodwdn, and who has pleaded guilty 
to the charge, and is to be sentenced to-day, has 
defrauded upwards of £1U,0U0 by a system of 
false entries. He had been in the employment 
of the institution for many year.s, and was looked 
upon as perfectly trustworthy, and was the 
father of a large family, a hay preacher, and alto- 
gether a man in whom the utmost confidence 
would be placed. But it has been ascertained 
that while lie kept up this appearance he lived a 
reckless dissaute career, ainl threw money right 
and left with wild extra v.igence. He was a fer- 
vent and powerful preacher, but when he could 
spare time from the bank and the pulpit he was 
ail assiduous frequenier of all of the fast houses 
in Melbourne, aud was a libera! patron of the 
demi-monde, amongst whom his brilliant cham- 
pagne suppers are spuhen of as “ tip-top.” This 
pious but lascivious individnal seems to have 
been trusted implicitly. Indeed, judging by the 
result, it would seem it was regarded as a work 
of supererogation to audit his iicciumts.” H e has 
since been sentenced to lengLhetied imprison- 
ment, 

KAWAKAU SUSPEJISION BRIDGE. 

The completion of the first bridge erected 
on the Kawarau River was celebrated yester- 
day afternoon, wlion a large conconr.se of 
people aaseiiibled to witness the ceremony 
of christening the bridge and declaring it 
open for pu blic traffic. The site of the strnc- 
taire is about three miles south of Cromwell, 
on the line of road loading to Baniiookburn, 
Garrick Range, aud tlie Nevis, Self-acting 
pimts, propelled by the river-enn'ent, have 
hitherto supplied the means of cr.'ssing ; but 
the great increase of tr, attic on the road, the 
impediments c.aused by the necessarily steep 
gradients of the ferry approaches, the delays 
and interruptions frequently caused by the 
rising and falling of the river, and the desi- 
rability of providing more safe, sjieedy, aud 
reliable means of ti-ansit for all kinds of 
traffic ; — all those considerations pointed to 
the conclusion that a bridge had become an 
almost imperative necessity. To the enter- 
prise and energy of Mr John M'Cormick, 
one of our oldest residents, is primarily due 
the initiation of the Kawarau Bridge ; and 
it is a curious coincidence that MrM'Cormick 
was also the first to establish a ferry-boat on 
tlie Kawarau at the time of the great rush to 
Fox’s, or as it is now called, the Arrow River, 
The bridge now under notice was projected 
by Mr M'Conntok some sixteen mouths ago ; 
and about three montlis from that time the 
work was commenced by Messrs M'Connick, 
Grant, and Richards, wlio made an arrauge- 
meiit with the Provincial Government to 
constnict the bridge at their own expense on 
condition that the approaches slionld be pro- 
vided lor out of the public revenue. 

Before entering upon a detailed descrip- 
tion of the bridge, it may not be out of place 
to say a few words regarding the general 
principle of suspeiisiou-bridges, and to indi- 
cate tlie circumstances in whicli they are 
usually found most suitable and convenient. 
The ]iriiper and legitimate use of suspension 
bridges is to carry ordinary roads over large 
spans, where the rolling loads are not -groat 
in proportion to the weight of the bridge 
itself, and not very rjqiid in their motu.n. 
In the bridges the roadway is suspended from 
wires or chains p.assing over piers and towel's, 
and firmly fixed in the ground behind them. 
When the roadway is equally loaded over 
its length, the curve of the wires or chains is 
a parabola. The principle is by no means 
new, suspension bridges having been in use 
in China for hundreds of years. Many beim- 
tiful examples are to be seen in various parts 
of Eurojie and America ; aud among others, 
the Mena! Bridge, in AV.alcs, 580ft. span ; 
the Clifton Bridge, near Bristol, 703ft. Siam ; 
and the Niagara Bridge, which connects th.e 
railvvays of Camula and New York. Niagara 
Bridge is of a single span of 8’22ft, , and car- 
ries three lines of rails, over wliioli trains 
pass at the rate of ten milus <an Inmr, The 
platform, which is 2o0ft. aliove the river, is 
supported by four wire cables, each contain- 
ing 3640 wires. Tlie longest bridge in the 
world is the Victoria (tubular), over the St. 
Lawrence ; its length is about sixty yards 
less than two miles, and the cost of coiiatnio- 
tion was £1,700, 000. 

The Kawarau Bridge, as indicated above, 
is constructed oii the suspension priucijile, 
and wire cables are used instead of chains,— 
the former being more gener.ally used in tlio 
Colonics than oisewhere. The bridge is .sus- 
pended on twenty-eigbt wire cables — fiiurteen 
on citlier .side, — e.acli cable being conqiiiaed of 
•six smaller ones, with seven wires in each. 
The cables average 4| inches cirenmferouce. 
The dimensions of t.ho bridge are as follow : 
—span, from pier to pier, H8ft. ; breadth 
between the wire.s, 1,8ft. Oiii. ; clear width tif 
roadway between rail and rail, I'Jft. The 
hcanis are suspended on 6S vertical reds, 




ully an inch in diaiiieter ; the, rods boaring 
iibovc and below on »iibiiia,iitial 4.1 iiicli c!iii,s’ 
The lower end of caeli rod i.s tilted with a 
12-indi screw, to enable Um adjnstinent of 
the bridge to be altered if found nc'ci'SHary, 
The beams, 29 in iiuiiiher, are each llin.'x 
Bin., are liraced ero-sswise with 4hi. x 4in. 
tiiidier, and stayed longitudiudlly witii tim- 
ber of the same dinioiisions. The roadway 
is formed of two layers of diagonal jilanking, 
the first layer being 2Jin. thick, and thu 
second 2in. The protecting rails are (ift. 
high, made of 7in. x 5iii, stuff, with di.ago- 
nals 6in. square. ’The wood used in the 
kcrbiiig on either side of the roadway is 8in. 

X 6in. ' 1 ) 1)0 camber of the roadway elevates - 
the centre of the bridge two feet above the 
level at either end ; and the licight of tlio 
platform above the average height of the 
I'iver is about 60ft. At the centre of the 
bridge, the cables liave a deflection of lift. 
6in. below tlie level of the pier-heads. The 
dimensions of the main pier may be roughly 
skated at 28ft. x 10ft. at tlie base, decreasing 
to 20 X 8 at top ; height at level of roadway 
60ft. ; witli liollow chambers behind. At the 
back of tlio chambers, the pier is built in 
steps on the solid reef. The object of the 
chambers is to prevent any slip or pressure 
from the hill from affecting the main pier. 
The pier on tlie nortli side is of the same 
width and thickness as the main pier, but is 
only 12ft. liigh, being built upon a natural 
rock abutting <in the river bank. The small 
pirn's are four in minibcr ; the base sections 
being 7ft. x 6ft., and top sections 6ft. x 4ft. 
These piers are 13ft. in height, built of cut 
and dressed masoni-y (technically known as 
rustic ashlar), in courses of 12in. each. On 
the small piers rest the saddles, which re- 
ceive mid carry the wire cables. The saddles 
are secured to the piers by means of Lewis 
bolts, and the ironwork connected with each 
saddle weighs over two tons. The anchoring- 
plates pe fixed from 65 to 70ft. behind the 
piers, in tunnels driven through solid rock 
where such existed. Where the reef was nut 
solid, masonry of a substantial cnaracter was 
substituted. The angle of the wire from the 
saddles corresponds with the angle made by 
the weight of the bridge. In order to admit 
of inspection at any time, manholes are left 
immediately over the anclioringa. The an- 
choring-plates, with the sheaves, weigh about 
three tons. The total weight of the iron- 
work in the bridge is 16 tons. Each of the 
28 wire cables used in the construction of the 
bridge is capable of sustaining a weight of 50 
tons ; BO that the carrying capacity of the 
whole is equal to 1400 tons. It was esti- 
mated that during the christening ceremony 
yesterday the aggregate weight of hnm.anity 
on the bridge was between 40 and 45 tons ; 
yet, so effectively had the work of “stiffening” 
been perfonuedi that there was no greater 
vibration perceptible than would he caused 
by a horse walking across from end to end. 
The approach on the north side has a maxi- 
mum gradient of 1 in 9 ; is 20ft. wide, and 
12 chains in length. About 46,000 cubic 
yards of gravel and stone— chiefly largo boul- 
ders — were excavated in the lorination of 
this approach. The gravel was sluiced into 
the river by aid of powerful stre.anis of water 
obtained from one of the Gorge races ; but a 
vast amount of time and Labour was consumed 
in blasting and removing the houldei-s before 
iiientioiicd. On the south side, the ajiproach 
is 30 chains in length, extending to the top 
of the rise .at Richards’s liotei, and is cut 
through rock and clay the wliole distance. 
This piece of road would be much improved 
Hy gravelling, as h.as been done on tlie oppo- 
site side. The cost of the bridge is said to 
be from £6i)00 to £7000 ; and the contracts 
for the approaches (whicli were constructed 
.at Coveriniient expense) amounted to some- 
thing nc.ar £2500. The rates of toll have 
not been definitely fixed, but they will pro- 
bably be the same ns those Lately cliarged for 
crossing the Kawarau ferries. Let us hope 
tliat only a shrirt time will elapse ere the 
bridge is transferred to the Government and 
made free to all comers. 

THE OPENING. 

Probably not fewer than 350 people assi’nihled 
on the bri.lgc to witners the ceremony of diris- 
tenirg, and to share in the rejoicings at tlic suc- 
cessful tcrmiiiatiou of the Bridge Company’s 
lulimira. 

The Cromwell Br.ass Baud commenced the 
pi'occediiiga by playing tlie “ J’alci'mo Quickstep” 
as they iimrched towards tbe bridge, .and led 
half-way .across it. Here they h.altcd, and 

Mrs M 't.oriniek, the lady iqioii wlioiti the task 
of christening devolved, w.as led forward to the 
post of honour by the Mayor of Cromwell ; and 
the pemlaiit bottle of sparkling champagne 
having been placed within her reach, she ad- 
diesseil a few appropriate words to the B[)ecta- 
tors, .and then, gmccfully dashing the bottle 
.against thu lailing. it liroke into a thousand 
fr,agments, and the spray of its contents be.lowcd 
the faces of the bystanders. The lady then 
finished her part by wishing “ Success to the 
Kawarau liridgo.” 

Tbe Mayor then re.ad the following certificate 
from Mr R. Hay, Chief Draftsman to the Pro- 
vincial Engineer’s department, who had come 
fi'oiii Dnnedin expressly to pass the work :—

Spread in lavish profusion upon tahlus placed 
there for the purpose, wore sandwiches, truUs, 
and confectionery of the choicest kinds ; whilst 
■tho lK(unr department was furnishet ona scale 
of equal liberality and abundance. Tho air being 
very cold, a large fir j was made close by, which 
added greatly to the comfort of the merry-makers.

De- 
fonilaiits to pay costs, and lOs. witnesses’ ex- 
psiises.”

It is not often that nows of interest falls in 
my way to despatch from here, and now that 
Buck unwonted luck is mine, tlie postal con- 
vcnioiices (!) of tho place conspire to render 
it of no avail, so that I will not attempt to 
weary your readers by what must ho by this 
time stale matter. To he brief ; tlie hitherto 
shy and modest Bendigonians woke up to the 
f.act tiiat in the choice of a ropresontative 
they liad at least a voice, and mnstcrod last 
Saturday in tolerable force to record their 
t’otes. At tlie close of the poll the numhers 
shown were : Mr MacKellar, 19 ; Mr Col- 
cloiigh, 8. Considering that at tlie hist elec- 
tion here, only seven votes altogether were 
polled, sceptics must admit tho fact, that 
Bendigo, if not exhibiting gi eat improvement, 
i; it least displaying a little increased vitality, 
A meeting was called by Mr MacKellar on 
the previous Wednesday at Mr Smith’s Sol- 
way Hotel. A large number of persons at- 
tended, and af ter waiting very good-naturedly 
for three liouvs, tho candidate having failed 
to appear, they very sensibly decided to go 
on without him. A chairnian w:us elected, 
:iud a gentleman ]ireaent read the .addresses 
n: both the candidates, accompanied hy a 
rmuiing cammentaiT on their merits, and 
op'jlogised for tl.c absence of Mr MacKellar. 



A resolution was then put to tlie meeting, | 
that he (Mr MacKellar) was a fit and proper 
person, &c., and was carried by a largo ma- 
jority. An amendment was moved in favour 
of Mr Cololough, and elicited little or no re- 
sponse. Much criticism was evoked which I 
deem unnecessary to recapitulate. The meet- 
ing upon tho whole was an instructive one, 
and as subsequent events proved led up to 
the desired result. Of course, that insepar- 
able accompaniment of Little Peddlingtonian 
meetings, “yabber, yabber,” as the Victorian 
biackfellow appropriately terms it, prevailed 
to some extent ; but as most of us in atten- 
dance were but tyi’os in election matters, tliis 
may be excused, and we hope to do better 
next time. Mr MacKellar has since satisfac- 
torily explained his absence. 

The Aurora tributers washed up a crushing 
of about 80 tons with a return of 14 dwts per 
ton. As there was known to be a lot of poor 
atone put through, this is a decided improve- 
ment, and has produced rather a cheering 
effect. Tlieir water race is being continually 
broken away in the ranges ; as soon as they 
can remedy this defect crushing will be re- 
sumed. 

The Cromwell Co. are washing up, and 
expect a cake of 350 or 400 ounces. The reef 
never looked better tlnn at its present depth 
of 289 feet, and about 1000 tons of stone 
are ready for the stampers, 

Tho Lucknow tunnel still keeps in fright- 
fully hard “ country,” and costs at present 
nearly £5 per foot ! 

Heavy snow has fallen during the past few 
days, and all the ranges in sight are deeply 
covered, but that great drawback to mining, 
peculiar to Otago — frost — has, I am sorry to 
s;iy, also set in suddenly and severely, and 
water is again likely, for a term, to be very 
scant.

Since my last the changes of weather have 
been so frequent and varied that only a short- 
hand writer could note them with anything 
approaching to accuracy, and as I have no 
pretensions to that accomplishment, I will 
just let them rip ; but on the whole we can- 
not complain, for although it has been some- 
what moist — after the Scotch mist fashion — 
it has been (considering the time of year) 
favourable to the prosecution of our labours. 

The damages done by the late flood are 
being rapidly repaired ; and should the wea- 
ther continue moderately favourable, all will 
soon be got right again, and the miner, ani- 
mated with fresh hopes and forgetful of past 
disappointments, will court the smiles of 
Dame Fortune once again. Good luck to 
him ! say 1. 

Whilst cruising round about Stewart’s Gully 
and the neighbourhood thereof the other day, 
1 was rejoiced to find that some half-dozen of 
my old acquaintances had set in afresh there 
and notwithstanding the habitual caution 
which miners (especially Scotch ones) display 
when talking about their prospects, I learnt 
enough to satisfy me that they were all, or 
nearly all, doing pretty well. This Stewart's 
Gully has been and is a wonderful bit of 
ground ; it is more than ten years since it 
was opened ; it has never been de.soi’ted ; 
many thousands of ounces of gold have been 
taken out of it, and it appears that there is 
some in it yet. Some time when I am in a 
cheerful hmnoiir I will go to the trouble of 
estimating the revenue which Govenimcnt 
has derived from this gully since it has been 
occupied by tho miner and compare it with 
the revenue wliich would have been derived 
from it if it had been occupied by the squat- 
ter. I think the comparison will be start- 
lingly in favour of the miner, as there arc 
only some tliree or four acres in tiie gnlly. 

From an account of the proceedings of the 
Wiiste Lands Board which a[>peared in the 
Witness of the 7th inst., we learn that Mr 
W. J. Harnson is trj'ing to come to some 
arrangement as to the ]Hirchase of his pre- 
emptive right on Run 354. This run, let it 
be known, embraces a portion of what is 
termed the Upper Nevis, where gold-miiiiiig 
ha.s been pursued remuneratively for tlie last 
ten years ; wliere at the jiresent time some of 
the best claims in the district are working ; 
where the most experienced miners predict 
good claims will be found for many years to 
come ; and from whence Government will 
derive a large gold-fields revenue in tlie 
future if it keeps it in its own hands. Mr 
Harrison knows all this ; he is a shrewd man, 
and the posaeashm of (340 acres of anriterous 
ground on Run No. 354 would suit his ideas 
to a T. We, all of ns, wish liim well— wr;/ 
well ; but at the same time we do not wish 
him to become a thorn in our sides, as ho 
certainly will be if he becomes the owner of 
040 acres of auriferous land on the Ujiper 
Nevis ; therefore we are taking stops willi 
a view to oppose tho granting of his very 
modest (!) application. 

The election is a thing of the past. We 
have played our ))art — and what a miserable 
part ! As 1 write, thouglits of that ever- 
tuemorable elcctiim which took place at Eat- 
:iiiswill possess me, and a vision floats before 
ino of Mr Pickwick looking bouignautly 
through liis spectacles at tliat piaragon of 
valets, Sam Weller, as ho tells him how lie 
had pumped on thirteen of the free :iiid in- 
dependent that morning before breakfast. 
But away with such thoughts : let me record 
the sad fact that out of 70 or 80 electors only 
17 prc.sented tlieiiiselvcs at the polling-liooth 
to register their opinions as to wliieh w:is tile 
best of the two candidates wlm solicited tlieir 
sweet voices. There can bo many reasons 
given to account for tliis diminutive miinber 
of voters : among others, the exccrahle state 
of the roads; the fact tliat many of the holders 
of miners’ righte are disfranchised tlirougli 



the non-attendance of tlie Warden or his 
clerk ; that many voters, with an enthusiasm 
which in one respect may be deemed laudable, 
but which I am inclined to think was foolish, 
wont to Clyde to support Mr Hazlelt — who, 
by tho way, did not need it. But the chief 
cause for tlie contemptible show we made in 
regard to number,s was apathq — the wet blan- 
ket that has stifled this district all along. 
Lot me say no more abmil it : the election is 
past, and I hope the best m:in has won, and 
that the electors have exercised a w'iser dis- 
cretion tlian they did on the occasion of the 
last Provincial election. 

It w'ill be recollected that a very short time’ 
since the residents of this district sent a peti- 
tion to his Honor the Superintendent, pray-< 
ing that a Warden or Warden’s Clerk should 
visit this place on the first Monday of every 
month. An answer favourable to the petition 
was received, and many of us were so utterly 
given over to folly as to imagine that the 
instnictions which the Secretary for the Gold- 
fields said ho liad given aiient the matter 
would be attended to ; and some of us— for- 
getful of the 'wisdom contained in the saying 
that enjoins us to put not our trust in the 
sons of men — trudged through dub and mire 
for long distances, on Monday, the 16th, in 
the confident expectation that we would find 
either of the before -mentioned officials wait- 
ing at the place of assignation, ready and 
willing to ■transact our business off hand. 
But, alas ! for all human expectations, (mor<5 
especially when they are founded on the pro- 
mises of Provincial Government officials) : 
we found no officer at that place ; and so, 
after deriving what consolation we might 
from the utterance of many curses loud and 
deep, and tho imbibition of a few nobblers, 
we took our roads home, sadder and wiser 
men. Now wc want to know the meaning of 
all this. Has the Government of which the 
Superintendent is (or is supposed to be) the 
head, become so abject that a person holding 
the very subordinate position of Warden’s 
Clerk can venture to treat its instructions 
with contempt ! or is tlie official to whom the 
duty of visiting this place has been allotted 
unequal to the perfortnance of it ? If the 
former of these suppositions be correct, then 
it is the duty of the Government to dismiss 
him from a service which he treats with con- 
tumely ; but if the latter be the true one, 
then it becomes Government to remove him 
to .some other place where the work required 
of him will be less arduous. For it is wholly 
unreasonable that the affairs of hundreds 
slionld be incommoded by the caprice nr 
through the inertness of one man. The only 
course left us to take is to petition the Go- 
vernment to remove or dismiss the ofl'ending 
official, — and that person cannot blame us in 
doing so, for we have home much at his bands, 
shown hill! every indulgence, and given him 
every warning.

OTAGO PROVINCIAL COUNCIL. 

During Anthony Trollope’s stay in Dun- 
edin, ho says, “ the Provincial Council w.as 
not sitting, but I was shown the chamber in 
which it is held. The members ait, like 
Siamese twins, in great .arm-chairs, which are 
joined together two and two, like semi-de- 
tiched villas. I was specially struck by what 
I cannot but call the hyper-excellence of tlie 
room. ' There has been, in most of the New 
Zealand provinces, a determination that tho 
Pnwincial Assembly shall be a real Parlia- 
ment, with a Speaker and Speaker’s chair, 
reporters’ galleries,, strangers’ g.alleries, .a bar 
of the House, cross benches, libraiy, smoking 
room, and a “ Bellamy”— as the parliament 
refreshment-rooms are all called, in remem- 
brance <if the old days of the House of Com- 
Bitins at home. The architecture, furniture, 
and general apparel of these Houses— such of 
tiiem as I saw — struck me as being almost 
p-ander than was necessary. The gentlemen 
as they sit are very much more comfortable 
than are the members in our own House at 
horns, and, are much better lodged than are 
the legislators in the States of the American 
Tnion. The Congress of Massachusetts sits 
in a building which has indeed an imposing 
exterior, but the chamber itself inspires less 
jire than does that of Otago.” 

THE HONORARIUM. 

“ In one respect the New Zealand Legisla- 
tures have preferred American customs to 
those which they have left at home. They 
are paid for the performance of their legisla- 
tive work. The pay of a member of the'Pro- 
vincial Council c>f Otago used to be £l a day. 
It is now 19s. ll^d. Wlien this information 
ivas first given to me, I own that I disbe- 
lieved my informant, attributing to him an 
iutention to hoax a stranger. But I was as- 
sured that it is so. And it was arranged in 
this way : The legislature, bent on economy, 
reduced the salaries of various Provincial 
(ifficers, and with that high-mindedness for 
rticU all legislative cliambers in free coun- 
tries should be conspicuous, reduced their 
own allowance from 20s. to 12s. a day. But, 
on trial, it was found that the work could not 
be (lone for the money. The Otago gentlemen 
who came from a distance could not exist in 
Dunedin on 12s. a day — which, if it be consi- 
uered that a member of Parliament should 
M paid at all, is surely very low in a country in 
which a journeyman carpentergets as much. A 
proposition, however, to raise the sum again 
to 20s. wjis lost by a small majority. The 
rules of the House did not permit the same 
proposition to be again brought before it in 
the same session, and therefore, in another 
oot'ce, the nearest .sum to it was named— and 
wried. The moderation of the members 
Was shown in the fact that a fraction under, 
not a fr-action over, the original stipend 
at last found to satisfy the feelings of the 
House. I thi iik that in Otago a more general 
Jsspect would be felt for its Legislature if 
‘he gentlemen sitting in it altogether repu- 
hijited the receipt of the small sum — perhaps 
W per annum— which is paid for their ser- 
Hces.’

not listen when it has coiiie to a general

But in tho Colonial Iiegislature tho brazen- 
faced bore seems to bo too strong for any re- 
straint that can be devised for him. And 
tlien in a small House his vote is of impor 
tance, and the party which is unfortunate in 
his adherence does not dare to join in snub- 
bing him. Such a man there is in one of the 
Colonies as to whom I wondered that the 
House should endure him even though he 
could have given a triple vote. That he 
spoke every day was nothing j many mem- 
bers did so. That he spoke on every subject 
was not much ; for others, perhaps, did so 
too. Tliat he also spoke a dozen times on 
every subject was by no means his heaviest 
offence | nor even that in all his speeches he 
never deviated into sense or spoke a word 
worth hearing, either on tho score of argu- 
ment or from its eloquence or wit. There 
are oflfencea w'orse than the offence of stu- 
pidity, even when stupidity be joined to 
arrogant presumption. In every word that 
this man spoke he either insulted an oppo- 
nent nr attempted to pander to the prejudices 
of the multitude. There are tribunes of the 
people and would-be tribunes, fierce advo- 
cates of popular rights, as to whom it is often 
difficult not to think that their Desmosthenic 
strain springs rather from their desire to 
please than to do good ; and in listening to 
them the hearer turns his heart against them. 
Such men are flaUerers and demagogues ; 
but then they are probably capable of flatter- 
ing, and fitted by nature to seduce mobs. 
This man only aped the acts of such popular 
leaders, and aped them so badly, was so vul- 
gar, so ignorant, so illiterate, so incapable in 
his attempts, so nauseous in his flights of 
oratory, so blasphemous in his appeals to 
religion, so impudent to the gentlemen around 
him, so weak in his language, so strong in 
his Billingsgate phrases, that I could tliink 
little of a constituency which would retuni 
him, and marvelled at the patience of a House 
which would endure him. I felt th.at did I 
live in that Colony and entertain a desire to 
sit in that House, I would certainly stand for 
the same constituency as that gentleman, so 
that we might not sit both there togetlier. 
His continual presence must, I think,. be to 
all those legislators a blistering tliorn, rob- 
bing their position of all its ideasures and 
moat of its pride.” 



Immigration to New Zealand. 

A London correspondent of the Aucldmul 
Herald says:- -“Old Dr Featherston, with 
his aristocratic suites of offices in the West 
End, lounging (during his office hours) on 
the best West End spring couch in his 'Tur- 
kish dressing-gown jvnd smoking cap, present- 
ing to the uninitiated the appearance of being 
the Agent-General for Turkey rather than 
that of the struggling y<mng colony of New 
Zealand, whose life-blood is being drained for 
a different purpose. There are many mat- 
ters wrong in this arrangement. The office 
(only London one) is too costly, and should 
be situate in the East End of London, where 
all the business is done. The present office 
is too distant, and therefore inconvenient. 
Canada and America have their offices right 
in the heart of the shipping business. At 
present the intending emigrant has to run to 
and fro — from agent’s office to vessel and out- 
fittera— from one end of London to another. 
This point would not matter so much else- 
where, but in England it makes all the dif- 
ference. The clerks and parasites are too 
numerous ; A.gent-Gcneral .smokes his cigar 
and lounges a la Turk ; clerks talk scandal, 
and all wait for the emigrant to knock at the 
door. This policy does not answer, when 
competing with other countries presenting 
free land, free passages, .and short passages, 
togetlier with the slianteful opposition of the 
‘ royal’ aristocratic and cajiitalist organs 
against anyone leaving the country, fearing 
the present slaves will thereby have to be 
paid and treated as men. A recognised ship- 
ping firm would have done fifty times more 
good with the money. By present arrange- 
ment, every emigrant is likely to cost the 
colony fifty pounds.” 



The Spiritists Outdone. 

The London correspondent of the Birming- 
ham Post writes as follows : — 

If any devout Spiritists prevail in tho Mid- 
lands, they should make a pilgrimage at once 
to the Crystal Palace, at Sydenham. There 
are two mediums tlierc, Mr Maskelene and 
Mr Cooke, who have groat qualifications for 
astounding them. They greatly surpass the 
Davenport Brothers. Tiiey nnike tables 
dance, walking-sticks converse, wreaths of 
flowers to float through the air and present 
themselves to favourites of the spirits ; a 
lady floats in the air — not in a dark siioiicc 
but in the open daylight. Tiie audience ,are 
not required to .sit round in the dark, hold- 
ing each other’s hands, like so many idiots ; 
but sit at liberty, with powerful ojicra- glasses 
in their hands, are invited on the stage, and 
sit there during the performances — “mani- 
festations,” I ought to say. A cabinet is 
placed before the audience, elevated, so that 
persons can sec under it, .and over it, and on 
both sides of it ; and incredulous auditors 
are permitted on tho stage, who can watch 
behind it. The floor below it is covered with 
a carpet, whicli renders the use of a, trap-door 
impossible, and there arc no possible means 
by which persons pi, acid in tho bo.x could 
escape from it without ob.servation ; yet a 
man enters the box, his legs arc locked in 
heavy wood stocks ; when the door is opened 
the man is gone, and no one can conceive in 
what way he h.as disappeared. He returns 
to his box in tlie g.arb of a gorilla, ni.anifest- 
ing Batauic proclivities. He succeeds in 



dragging into his cabinet one King Bill, a 
butcher, and both gorilla and hntchcr are 
gone when the door is opened ; and altliongli 
a distinguislieil Spiritist was allowed to he 
on the stage, and a very incredulous and sus- 
picious gentleman from the body of tlio'mcct- 
ing, yet neither could discover how the dis- 
appearances came about. Wliethcr tli o gorilla 
ate the butcher, or whether tho butcher ate 
the gorilla, or wliethcr both ato each other, 
nobody was able to say, or to suggest in what 
possible manner they could have disappeared. 
The Maskelene and Cooke spirits excel all 
others that have ever troubled the world 
before. The Davenport Brothers wore alw.ays 
found in their cabinet.

Jlr Mas- 
kelene and Jlr Cooke play Spiritist pranks 
which no Cock-lane ghost could protend to, 
and which would have brought Dr Johnson 
down upon his knees in wonder and adora- 
tion, Two centuries ago the end of Messrs 
Maskelene and Cooke would have been fire 
and faggot.
